Will Augment Staff 


The School Committee agreed 
with Edward Regan, Shawsheen 
School principal who is director 
of the elementary school summer 
school, that the town should offer 
a quality summer program, if 
at all, and undertake a deficit this 
summer to insure this, The Com- 
mittee therefore authorized Regan 
to go into the red, to hire addi- 
tional personnel to keep classes 
at the optimum size and to open 
and staff the library at the Shaw- 
sheen School, where the ele= 
mentary summer school will be 
held, 

Specifically, the School Come- 
mittee directed Regan to hire two 
additonal teachers, one in remedial 


reading and one in developmental

during that period, A student can 
spend a spare period in the cafe= 
eteria, to get a cup of coffee or 
an apple from a machine and talk 
to friends, or spend it in the 
Learning Resource Center (library 
to us) or working on a project 
somewhere else, Gary pointed out 
that the Victoria Park School was 
not at all typical of the more 
isolated Canadian schools, but only 
of large schools in a modern 
metropolitan city, and Toronto is 
a leader in education among these, 

Gary is of two minds about stue 
he said: ‘School is to learn, and 
discipline is part of learning.”” 
On the other hand, he doesn’t see 
any great problem in the use 
of freedom at his Canadian school, 
He said he wasn’t sure how it would 
work if Andover High School stu~ 
dents wére given the same. free- 
dom, and thinks that there would 
probably , be some problems at 
first. 

Gary found math and science 
courses similar atthe two schools, 
but sees differences in the cure 
ricula and classroom presenta= 
tions in the humanities between 
Andover High School and his large 
metropolitan Candian school, 

At Victoria Park, studio art 
is also art history, since projects 
are assigned in the media and 
styles of the historical periods 
of art, And when our assignment 
was to do an impressionistic 
painting, the music department 
sent over recordings of impres- 
sionistic music of the same period, 
They try to set the courses up 
so that different subjects hit the 
same period or age at about the 
same time,’’ (Ed, note: correla 
tion of subjects at the secondary 
level is one of the stated aims 
of the recently established cur- 
riculum council, which plans to

Diet of Violence 


The exploitation of violence on TV and the movie screen 
has suddenly become a national issue. 

We have suddenly become aware that the assassinations 
of King and Kennedy are not so much exceptional but part 
of a pattern of violent acts that put America way ‘‘ahead’’ 
of England and other European countries in the statistics 
of violent crime. 

Thoughtful people connect the violence young eyes see 
rehearsed on the screen with the violence enacted on the 
sidewalk and in homes across the country. If young people, 
who now watch more than they read, are raised on a diet 
that downgrades human values and glorifies brutality, what 
can we expect? Monkey see, monkey do is not an inappro- 
priate term here. 

We’re not asking for sugar-coating, which is a distortion 
of reality, too, but just for an end of what one Hollywood 
writer has called films ‘‘geared to the current commercial 
cycle of violence, brutality and killing, a very real factor 
in contributing to the present climate of hate and vio- 
lence.”’ 

Encouraging news is that more than 350 Hollywood 
writers, producers, directors and actors in the past few 
days have pledged ‘‘never again to participate in any piece 
that contains senseless violence for its own sake.”’ 

How about TV? Nothing is so sensitive to public pres- 
sure and opinion as the entertainment industry. If violence 
stops paying, it will stop playing. Postcards cost only a 
nickel.
